Forecasters’ prediction of colder 
weather about to spring on the area may 
be only the tip of winter’s iceberg, if one 
unscientific prognosticator is correct. 

Virginia Britt, who has been watching 
omens of winter since she was a little 
girl, says the woolly worms are big and 
black this fall — meaning a cruel winter 
ahead. Britt, 71, said she believes this 
winter will be worse than last. 

“At the beginning of fall (the woolly 
worms) were real light tan, but now 
they're charcoal black.” That’s a sign of 
a tough winter, she said. 

“The squirrels are dark and fat with 
bushy tails and that is another sign. They 
are eating a lot to make it through the 
winter."” 

Britt said she also uses the “‘Farmer’s 
Almanac,” which she’s been reading 
regularly since she was a child. 

“According to the almanac, the first 
part of winter is supposed to be mild. We 
will have some cold spells and it will 
snow at the end of November but it won’t 
get bad until after Christmas. The worst 
weather will be at the end of Februai 
and the begi@hing of March.” she said. 

Butch Dyé, spokesman for the National 
Weather Service in St. Louis, said the 
90-day forecast calls for a 57 percent 
chance-of above-normal precipitation and 
near-normal temperatures, which could -_ 
mean an increased chance-of snowfall. 
“We won’t have a real bad winter but it 
will be a little worse than last Ye

Illinois law provides that the modification of 

a child support obligation is a judicial function 
- which is to be administered exclusively by the 
courts. In other words, a father and mother 
should not merely take it upon themselves to 
enter into an agreement of this nature without 


the court's approval. 


Some may ask why a mother and father 
should not be allowed to enter into an agree- 
ment which is mutually beneficial to both par- 
ties. It is important to remember that a court is. 
obligated in marital dissolution proceedings to 
protect the best interests of the children. If 
former spouses were allowed to modify a 
court-ordered child support obligation, the new 
agreement may benefit the. parents while 
adversely affecting the children.

In one recent case, a husband and wife were 
divorced in 1975, and the wife was awarded 
custody of the two children. The husband was 
ordered to pay $40 per week in child support. 
Eventually the husband fell behind in support 
payments, and difficulties arose between the 
parties regarding the father’s visitation with 
the children. In 1977, the father and mother 
entered into an agreement whereby the mother 
dropped charges against him for past-due 
child support in exchange for the father relin- 
quishing his right to visitation with the children 
in the future. The parties never sought court 
approval for this agreement. 


In 1984, the mother petitioned the circuit 
court contending that the father. was delin- 
quent in paying child support. The father noted 
the existence of the agreement and argued 
that no past-due support was owed. The Illinois 
Supreme Court refused to recognize the agree- 
ment because the parties did not attempt to 
safeguard the children’s interests by establis- 
ing in court that the children would have ade- 
quate financial support and that ending visita- 
tion was not detrimental to the children. 
Because the father and mother failed to obtain 
Judicial approval of their agreement, their 
agreement was not enforceable.

Road projects tied 


to ADM’s

City officials are hoping to 
receive more than $750,000 in 
road improvements to the North 
Granite area — without cost to 
the city — in conjunction with 
railroad improvements proposed 
to lure the Archer Daniels Mid- 
land Company to this area 

Ward 4 Aldermen Dan Partney 
and Freddie Frederick and May- 
or Ron Selph will travel Monday 
to-Springfield, hoping to consum- 
mate a deal with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and the 
Norfolk and Southern Railroad 
that will pave the way for two 
new roads — both without rail- 
road crossings — to be built con- 
necting the North Granite area 
to the rest of the city. 

“Hf this deal can be worked 
out, it will solve two of the 
major problems for the residents 
out there. 

“It will eliminate the train 
problems coming in and out of 
the area and it will eliminate 
truck traffic, (mow) carrying 
loads of up to 40,000 pounds as 
many as 200 times a day on 
inner streets that weren't built 
to handle those kinds of loads in 
the first place,” Partney said. 

The North Granite area is cur- 
rently inaccessible without cross- 
ing ‘railroad tracks. 

The three entrances to the 
area, on the east from 25th 
Street at Nameoki Drive and on 
the west from Missouri Avenue 
at 29th Street and at Nameoki 
Drive, all feature often-used rail- 
road crossings. 

Residents have complained for 
years that the problem is not 

just_-an inconvenience. School 
uses carrying children to and 
from school and emergency 
response vehicles must often 
wait- for trains to clear the 
tracks before they can either 
enter or leave the mostly resi- 
dential neighborhood.

If all indications are correct, the four young men executed 
in Eagle Park last week died for the sins of area users of 
iWlegal drugs.

asional kick or escape from working pressures. They 
‘were killed by high school and college students out to have 
“some fun walking the edge. They were killed by blue-collar 

workers who seek a thrill beyond their everyday routine. 

They were killed by well-meaning supervisors who over- 
-look their employees’ occasional illegal drug use because it 
doesn’t really hurt job performance. They were killed by 
school officials, parents and religious leaders who figure a 
little adolescent experimentation is a rite of passage and 
mostly harmless. They were killed by law enforcement 
-officers who figure it is not worth bothering with penny-ante 
drug sales involving nice kids. 

They were killed by every citizen of Granite City, Madison, 
-Venice, Pontoon Beach, Mitchell, Eagle Park and Brooklyn 
ho averts his or her eyes and pretends not to see the signs of 
egal drug use by family, friends, neighbors, co-workers or 
‘anyone else. 

If the people at the bottom were the only people using 
‘illegal drugs, the illegal drug trade would have died a 
self-inflicted death a long time ago. 

But the majority of illegal drugs go to a middle class of 
drug users. Without its support, there would be no illegal 
drug trade at all. 

Most of these people will never enter, or even see, the 
bottom of the illegal drug pit. 

They won’t see the unclothed and unfed children — some- 
times barely toddlers — who are left to fend for themselves 
while the only adults in their life scrounge to raise money for 
Be drugs by any means necessary. 

ey won’t face the drugs-for-sex world where sex has 
become so routine and boring that suppliers try to outdo each 
other when thinking up perverse and degrading sexual 
demands for their clients. 

Buck-fifty murders and nightly gunfire may give these 
people an uneasy feeling, but will touch their lives only from 
the safe distance of a headline in the newspaper. 

If there was no demand for illegal drugs, the five young 
men in Eagle Park would still be alive. As long as the 
demand for illegal drugs is strong, life will remain very 
cheap for young men and women who supply them. 

And unless we are all willing to kill the demand for illegal 
drugs once and for all, life will be cheapened for all of us. 














Only minor gifts to legislators

four decades. They showed up on his annual report. 

Sen.,Carol Moseley-Braun, D-Ill., was not required to complete the 
gift section of her personal financial disclosure form because she 
‘was not a senator last year. 

Of the 20 Illinois members of the House of Representatives, only 
House Ways and Means Committee Chairman Dan Rostenkowski, D- 
Chicago, and Rep. Philip Crane, R-Mount Prospect, a senior mem- 
bers of that tax-writing panel, listed gifts on their recently filed 
disclosure forms for 1992. 

However, Simon, Rostenkowski nor Crane did not have to list 
specific gifts because they weren’t expensive enough. 

- Federal law requires members of Congress to list gifts, donors and 
“amounts only if the present is worth more than $250 or if the aggre 
“gate values of gifts from a single donor in a year top $250. Presents 
rom family members are among the gifts exempted from the disclo- 
‘sure requirements. 
*-Simon’s practice is to disclose voluntarily all non-family gifts 
orth at least $25. His gift list includes two tickets to the Chicago 
‘Symphony Orchestra, worth $49.50 each, and a $60 subscription to the 
Jerusalem Report. 

‘Among gifts simply cited as having a ‘value under $250,” Simon 

‘listed grocery samples, a Liberian quilt, a watch from Dana College 
“(his alma mater), a print of a painting, a tablecloth and small rug, a 
‘glass bowl and a book, ‘The Treasury of Encyclopedia Britannica.” 
-" Crane listed football game tickets from the University of Illinois 
worth $248 and a carry-all, shirt, sweater, jacket, clock, sweatshirt 
and pullover with an aggregate value of $240 from the Kemper Open 
(Golf) Committee. 

Rostenkowski listed golf clothing and accessories he valued at 
“sunder $250" from the Danny Thompson Memorial Golf Tournament.

DARE: Challenging young

Bicycle thefts. Increased burglaries. 

The recent proliferation of prostitution 
and other seedy activities in the area of 
local motels.

ese events in our society — some 
mistakenly perceived as relatively 
harmless but nonetheless becoming more 
common, and others more rare but 
horrible beyond belief — find at their root 
a common soil. 

The soil that is nourishing them and 
causing them to grow, many people 
believe, is the slime of increasingly 
available illegal drugs. 

Many have tried to deal with the 
problem of drug and alcohol abuse in one 
way or another — whether by paying 
mere lip service or actually attempting to 
combat the growing menace. 

But few programs have been as 
successful as the DARE (Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education) curriculum 
developed by the police agencies and 
various community groups. 

DARE is a national preventive program 
attempting to reach young people. 

It seeks to instill in them early a belief 
that the road of drug and alcohol abuse is 
an unpredictable path, the only certainty 
about which is its ultimate destination of 
pain and suffering. 

The series of classrdom lessons, led by 
a law enforcement officer, teaches 
children the facts about drugs, alcohol, 
violence and gangs. 

It offers the practical skills necessary 
to resist unwanted negative peer pressure 
and to build and maintain a high 
self-esteem. 

“The idea is to catch them with the 
message, teach them resistance 
techniques and promote their self-esteem 
before they have to confront these 
problems — instead of having to 
rehabilitate them later," said Granite 
City DARE Officer Walter Milton Jr. 

Madison and Venice also have 
implemented DARE programs in the 
schools. 

One of the features of the program is a 
police officer who travels to classrooms 
at public and private elementary schools 
to teach children peer pressure resistance 
skills and the horrors of failing to say 
“no” to drugs. 

Milton said the key to teaching children 
to resist temptations is to promote their 
self-esteem and coping skills. 

““We teach them how to not only say 
‘no’ to drugs, but also how to deal with 
other life situations. 

“There are other pressures in life 
besides drugs and alcohol,’’ Milton said. 

In a Gallup survey of 632 students who 
have completed the DARE program, 
conducted in June of this year, 94 percent 
of the students surveyed indicated they 
now know how to respond when a friend 
asks them to do something they don’t

Those students indicated they used one 
of two avoidance techniques taught in the 
DARE classroom — either saying ‘‘no”’ 
or suggesting another activity when a 
friend tries to pressure them to do 
something they really don’t want to do. 

’ The curriculum includes eight ways to 
say ‘‘no’’: 

i. Say, *‘No thanks.” 

2. Give an excuse (“It makes me 
sick”). 

3. Use the broken record technique: 
Repeat ‘No. No. No.” 

Example: “Do you want to try some 
marijuana?” 

oNo!* 

“Aw, come on. A little won't hurt you.”” 








“Just this once?"’ 

“No.” 

4. Walk away. 

5. Change the subject. 

6. Avoid situations where drugs could 
be present. 

7. The Cold Shoulder technique: Refuse 
to answer and turn away when someone 
asks you to try drugs. 

8. The Strength in Numbers technique: 


Hang around other non-users to give each 
other support in saying ‘‘no.”” 

Other DARE activities include dances 
and other alternatives to the idleness and 
boredom that can lead to experimentation 
with drugs and alcohol. 

Milton said that children today ask 
some questions similar to when the 
program began in 1989, and they also ask 
questions about what they see on 
television. 

“They'll see something on TV and ask, 
‘Is this real life?” 

“We tell them what could really 
happen,” Milton said. 

The DARE program has taught 
children that law enforcement officers 
are their friends. 

“The kids have a better identification 
with law enforcement officers — that is a 
long-term goal of the program,” Milton 
said. 

Students who complete the curriculum 
are treated to a full-blown graduation 
ceremony which includes the presentation 
of diplomas. awards, T-shirts and other 
gifts. 

“The kids look forward to that 
culmination. The gifts must be earned. It 
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graduation last spring as Teresa Conway receives hers. 





isn’t just given to them,”’ Milton said. 

By the end of this year, Milton said, 
about 4,000 will have graduated from the 
program in Granite City. 

Grassroots efforts began in this 
community in the fall of 1988, when Dr. 
John Vasiloff and the Knights of 
Columbus first introduced the program in 
Granite City. , 

Since that time, the Granite City Elks, 
PTAs, city police departments, school. : 
districts, firefighters, Odd Fellows and 
many other public and private entities 
have joined the cause. 

The program in Granite City initially 
targeted sixth-grade students, but has 
since expanded to include fourth-graders. 

Long-range plans include the possibility 
of expanding the program beyond the 
core elementary curriculum to include 
junior high and high school age students. 

Each year, nationwide, the DARE 
program is taught to 10 million students. 
It is taught in all 50 states as well as 12 
foreign countries and Department of 
Defense dependent schools worldwide. 

Dare America is in the process of 
upgrading its curriculum to be more 
applicable to today’s society, Milton said.
